Therefore, the structure set forth 
in claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 3 sets forth an improper range within a range within a range of values. This 
renders the meets and bounds of the claim unclear.

Uyehara teaches a tool holster comprising a rigid tubular body 30, a cutaway section 
43, 43', 43", a flared upper edge 44, a notch 46, means for attachment 12, and a pivot
